Roosevelt 


and the members of his party on board, 
came into GlbralUir shortly before 9 
o'clock this morning. The vessel, aft- 
er a stay here of a little more than flve 
hours, left at 2 o'clock for Naples. 


Richard L. Sprague, the American 


consul and an aidn de camp of Gen- 
eral Sir Frederick Forestier-Walker, 
[governor .of Gibraltar, went out to the 
'Hamburs to welcome 
Mr. Hoosevelt. 


After an exchange of greetings Mr, 
Roosevelt, wearing a frock coat and a 
silk hat. came over the side and step- 
ped into a launch sent out by the cap- 
tain of the port 
and 
was brought 


ashore. 
The party proceeded at once 


to the residence of Mr. Sprague. At 
balf past 10 o'clock Mr. Roosevelt call- 
ed on General Forestler-Walker. 


The general had Invited Mr. Roose- 


velt to luncheon, as 
had also Mr. 


Bprague, but ' Mr. Roosevelt was not 
able to accept either of these invita- 
tions on account of the very short stay 
here of the Hamburg, 


No Photos; No Interviews. 


Mr. Roosevelt refused, to be photo- 


graphed and he declined every request 
for an 
interview. 
The 
weather is 


bright and warm and Mr.' Roosevelt 
oppeared to be in the best of health 
and spirits. 
Upon leaving the Ham- 


burg he shook hands with a number of 
the passengers, who cheered him en- 
thusiastically. ,

the Roosevelt party do not intend to 
go ashore at Naples; that they will 
merely transfer themselves and their 
belongings from the Hamburg to the 
steamer Admiral.

At 3 o'clock yesterday morning the 


Krneger residence was discovered on 
lire, and there was no trace of thp 
Kruegers. When the ashes ha'l cooled 
a search of the debris was made, hut 
there was no evidence of the couple 
havin.e been burned to death. 


Later in the day two boys were dig- 


ging in the cellar and noticed that the 
brick floor had been tampered with. 
Or.", of them raised a. brick and 'he 
fa<-r of the dead woman was revealed.

OF REASSESSMENT 


The Government is Taking 


Legal.Steps to Enforce 


. New Tork, April 2.—Reassessments 
of duties amounting to-a total increase 
of {1,239,000 on sugar imported by the 
American.Sugar Refining company at 
the' refinery 'of Havemeyer & Elder, 
between - December, 1901, and Novem- 
ber, 1907, have been ordered by Col- 
lector Loeb, of the port of New Tork. 
Mr. Loeb ordered the rellquidatlon of 
the duties on the ground of fraud. 


The imposition of the Increased as- 


sessments is a result of the recent trial 
here of the case of the government 
against the American' Sugar Refining 
company in which the government was 
awarded $134,000. ' 


Ex-Uhite'd ..States Attorney Stimson, 


who prosecuted'the previous case, has 
been retained by the 
department -of 


justice as special counsel, to carry on 
further litigation' of a-similar nature. 
Acting on evidence that .was laid be- 
fore him Collector Loeb ordered the 
reliquidation.of the duties and the in- 
crease- of. $1,239,000 
in 
assessments 


followed. Of this amount, it was an- 
nounced today, about 
$100,000 
has 


been paid the government by the sugar 
company. The government claims.that 
it has been defrauded out ot $500,000

Washington. April 2.—The republi- 


can leaders of the house today, as the 
result of a c.treful canvass, expressed 
absolute confidence in their ability to 
pass the tariff bill whenever they de- 
cide to put it on Its passage.

on Its passage next "Wednesday, the 
seventh instnnt. 


The announcement was confidently 


made by the republicans today that 
they would have sufficient strength 
to vote down a motion by the demo- 
crats to recommit the bill with In- 
structions, which will be the test. 


Xotices are being sent out by Re- 


publican Whip Dwight for every re- 
publican member of the house to be 
in his seat Monday to vote on a rule 
looking to the early passage of the 
Payne bill. The understanding today 
among the republican leaders la thnt 
the rule will provide for a separate 
vote In the house on the lumber and 
hide schedules. The ways and means 
committee will amend the bill so as to 
strike off the proposed counter vailing 
duty on coffee and the duty on tea, 
and to restore a duty of 25 cents a 
bushel on barley. 


The interests which demand that the 


duty be taken oft petroleum and the 
duty on beer increased are continuing 
their fight for a separate vote. It is 
probable the rule will permit a vote 
on the coal and Iron schedules.

the last .saloon compelled to close its 
doors, as 'the result of remonstrances 
filed, bcir-s during the early part of 
January. 
-Auburn.,has not suffered In business 
as the result of having gone "dry." 

It 
is a better town now, in a business 
way, 
than it was a year ago when

these are its automobile and wagon 
and buggy factories. It is generally 
regarded, the country over, as an au- 
tomobile center. There arc four facto- 
ries of this kind here—the W. H. Mc- 
Intyre company, the Zimmerman Man- 
ufacturing company, the Auburn Auto- 
mobile company, and the Blkhart Car- 
riage company—employing over 600 
men with a weekly pay roll of $8.000. 


The Mclhtyre company is the larg- 


est. It employs over 450 men and its 
weekly pay roll exceeds $5,000. It has 
four large factory buildings, working 
night and day forces. Its ruling spirit 
is W. H. Mclntyre, who has 
done 


much for the business uplift'of the 
city. The company manufactures auto 
vehicles of a high type of perfection 
and wagons, having formerly been the 
Killlnger works, which manufactured 
wagons and has' been In business here 
for years. 


The Mclntyre company has 
not 


known a dull time for over a year and 
a half. During the business depres- 
sion of the latter part 
oE 1907 and 


early 1908 it run along almost continu- 
ously with full forces and kept Auburn 
from feeling but little of the effects of 
that memorable money panic. In fact, 
it took care not only of Auburn men 
but also many who were thrown out 
of employment by the closing of the 
shops of the B: & 0. railroad at Gar- 
rett. It now has seventy-five o£ the 
Garrett men in its employ and proba- 
bly a'•score or more from Fort Wayne. 


The company is doing a phenomenal 


business this, year, 
turning out ten 


autos a day besides Its output of wa- 
gons. The season it is just entering, 
beginning the middle of April and con- 
tinuing until late in October, .will be 
yet a busier one. The works find it 
difficult to • keep up with its orders. 
Its export trade is great It is now 
working on an order of thirty autos 
for Sweden. It ships autos to almost 
every part of the world, some of its 
late orders 
being 
from 
Argentine, 


South American, and Calcutta, India. 


"Dry" Town Desirable. 


These prosperous manufacturing es- 


tablishments and the fact that it is 
a "dry" town make Auburn a desira- 
ble place in which to live. And that it 
ig prosperous is evidenced by the fact 
that there is a great demand for 
houses in which to live. People are 
moving here every week and find it 
difficult to' locate houses to rent. As 
a consequence the're will be inaugu-

Huntington's Completed Experiment 


• :A completed- experiment is what tells the whole story. 


There have to be-no guesses about that. The "ifs" have been culled out. 
Instead we have the "therefores" and "consequently"—the schoolboy's Q. E. 


Huntington is too good a little city to have deserved any such tough luck as it 


has had with its municipal ownership delusion in electric lighting. ^ 


Let the Huntington Evening Herald of March 23,1909, tell the stc-ry of our 


nearby city and worthy neighbor: 


"The city of Huntington is getting into a pretty tight place in its electric 


lighting plant," said a prominent city official toclay. 


'"Some of the boilers at the city plant are in such a state that their continued 


use is dangerous, and there is put before the city the question of whether it can af- 
ford to buy new boilers and set them up at the waterworks plant to continue the 
present plan. 


'flf that were all, it might be true economy to do that way, but that is not all. 


The electric light plant is in almost as bad a state as the boilers. The dynamos are 
old and do not develop the best efficiency for the cost. 


"Since they were purchased and installed the development in electric light 


machinery generally has been very great. The old dynamos are not economical 
enough to warrant extensive repairs, such as will soon have to be given them, and 
the city would find it far more economical to buy new ones outright, if that is pos- 
sible. 
. 


"But I think, from my own experience and from the reports of the depart-' 


ment, that the lamps themselves are not in good shape. Originally they were1 not 
the kind that men acquainted with the electric business would have bought, and 
they were neither the most effective nor the most economical. 


"As a result the lamps are not much better than gunk right now. They, are in- 


efficient, inadequate and difficult to keep in repair. 


"So it^can be seen that about all the city possesses right now is a goo'd -line 


of wire. Even the poles on which it is stretched do not all, or even most of them, 
belong to the municipality. Telephone poles and electric light poles belonging to 
the local companies are used. 


"With this condition in sight I believe the people of Huntington ought to 


know that from $18,000 to $20,000 will be required soon to put the city electric 
light plant into such shape as to give even a reasonably satisfactory moonlight 
schedule." 
" 


"Even temporary repairs to the plant mean new boilers," said Councilman 


Leverton, chairman of the City Finance Board, "and the city is not in shape fi- 
nancially to undertake more'than it now is doing. 


"Xow the city is at the present time at the limit in the matter of borrowing, 


the outstanding obligations coming very close to the two per cent limit. Notice 
has been formally served on the council by a number of taxpayers that they will 
restrain any further attempt to borrow money. 


"We have been so busy in providing for other city obligations that we-have 


not been able to take into account the fact that machinery would wear out or prove 
inadequate, and we are now up to a point where there is'little chance for either the 
waterworks or the electric light plant to be put into a condition of high efficiency."

tivation and Common Sense 


Pay Well in Gardening. 


XT X12. 
&UTZ1X. 


Does gardening pay? "Well, that de- 


pends. If one had • to buy or reat a 
garden spot and pay for all of the labor 
I doubt if it would pay for a small 
family; but ours has been a great sav- 
ing to us, as well as a pleasure, and it 
certainly has "paid." 


My husband spaded the ground and 


assisted me to prepare the soil and 
plant the seed, and between the two 
of us, by getting up an hour earlier 
«ach morning, we managed to cultivate 
the garden without any trouble. 


Our garden is laid out in beds, the 


beds having 1x6 inch boards on the 
edges. This enables me to plant close 
to the edges of the beds. In tho paths 
between I have gravel, which enables 
me to go around in wet weather with- 
out getting muddy. During a drought 
I irrigate my garden by Oiling these 
paths with water from our largo sup- 
ply tank, for the garden is right close 
to tho windmill. 


I first laid out a bed three feet wide 


wound tho 
fences. 
Tho 
remaining 


ground I made into four long beds, with 
»n 18-inch path, between the beds and 
Wound the four beds in the center. My 
farden was covered to the depth of 
three Inches with well rotted manure 
and spaded twice the depth of the 
*p*de. 


One bed at a time, as I was ready to 


plant them, I prepared my soil by 
«pading lightly again and raking thor- 
oughly until there was not a lump In it. 
Meanwhile my seeds had sprouted In a 
-little. hotbed and the plants -were ready 
to b« transplanted. And let mo Bay 
hero that you will find this the cheap- 
«it and most satisfactory way to start 
'your plants, for then you know just 
exactly what you are getting, and by 
planting successively can arrange 
to 


have successive crops of lettuce, etc. 


From 5 cents' worth of celery seed 


planted in the house, then transplanted 
to tho hotbed, where it remained until 
It was 6 or 8 Inches high, I sold 200 
plants,. the other 200 being reserved for 
iojne use. 
I should also state that 


before putting this celery in I had that 
part of the hotbed full of delicious, 
crisp lottuce. As soon aa my peas die 
down I set my celery out permanently 
in. that place, for It is usually tho rich- 
est soil, as peas require lots of fertil- 
izing. 


Here is a good way to force squash, 


melons, pumpkins and cucumbers a 
month ahead of your neighbor's. Save 
all of your berry boxes, fill with good 
rich soil and plant several seeds in 
each box. You- can usually find space 


_ hero. and there among the things in 


your hotbed to set these boxes. When 
the time comes to plant out ol doors 
prepare your hills, cut the bottom out 
of the berry boxes, being careful not 
to disturb the contents, and place in 
the center of the hill. Pull the sides 
up just a little, and, should the nights 
prove cold, a newspaper placed over 
the top of each box will bo protection 
enough. 
: Our garden is fenced with wire net- 
ting, and against this we have .grape 
vines planted on two of the sides. On 


. one of the other sides I planted but- 


ter beans, which covered the fence in 


., a short time. On tho remalning-fence 
.1 allowed my cucumbers to. climb. I 


cut the pickles each morning after the 
vines began to bear and realized a tidy 


COMMERCIAL FERTILIZERS 


To the Editor: I own WO acres ol 


tairly good upland, but am obliged to 
use more or less fertilizers. The fer- 
tilizer companies advise me to use a 
special brand for corn, another 
for 


hay, and so on. and, in fact, have a 
fertilizer for everything grown on the 
farm. Our fertilizer bills are becom- 
ing a serious question. Can you give 
us advice on this subject?—J. B. L., 
Virginia. 


There is a disposition with the ma- 


jority of farmers to make the imme- 
diate results the main point for con- 
sideration rather than look to the up- 
building of the soil. 


This has led many into the special 


fertilizer fallacy, so we have a special 
corn fertilizer, a special wheat fertil- 
izer and a special'for almost all crops 
grown. 


This is all a mistake, since the spe- 


cial mixture suited to certain crops 
under all circumstances exists in name 
only and the farmer has the privilege

Nitrogen - Gathering Legumes 


Cause of Productivity—Les- 


sons to Be Learned.

It has taken the "United States De- 


partment of Agriculture to discover the 
causes of the inexhaustible fertility of 
the soil in the valley of the Nile. It 
has always been believed that the won- 
derful powers of the soil in that coun- 
try was due to some deposit of plant 
food that was made by the overflowing 
of the river. The Agricultural Depart- 
ment has discovered that it is due 
more to the nitrifying powers of a le- 
gume which resembles clover and al- 
falfa to some'extent. 


Green manuring is one of the oldest 


means of improving soil fertility, but 


of spending many hard-earned dollars | a good many American farmers 'have 


besides having all 
We set out straw- 


sum from them, 
that I'could use. 
berrjes on the two sides In front of 
the 'grape vlras, and the second year 
had a great r.bundance of delicious ber- 
ries.

By means of the judicious 
use of fertilizer, the systematic rotation 
of crops and the growing of legumes 
this can be done by using only a phos- 
phate or a phosphate and potash with- 
out going to tho expense of buying 
nitrogen at a high price. 


Vegetable humus in one of the main 


things in a soil and the fertilizer should 
be used to increase this humus. Of 
course the immediate increase of crops 
is an important consideration, and this 
can be obtained by the judicious use of 
the less costly fertilizers. 


A phosphate will show good results 


on a sod land. "It will grow almost if 
not as much wheat as tho special 
wheat mixtures, and do It at a far less 
cost, besides leaving the soil in quite 
as good condition.

The cows keep much cleaner than 


when stabled and tho milking stable is 
In a. more sanitary condition, conse- 
quently it is easier to produce clean 
milk. By this method there Is less dif- 
ficulty in providing cows with an abun- 
dance of fresh air, and they are more 
vigorous and healthy and have better 
appetites than when kept in the stable.

Shao 
the owner, discovered a deadly worm 
had appeared, which destroyed all be- 
fore it. 'His-Buddhist neighbors were 
busy burning joss sticks in front of 
their prayer shrine, in order to scare
